Florals of Moan* Ending In "O." 


In the formation of the plural of 


nouns with this ending the genesal 
rule is that es is added to the singular, 
as iu potatoes, cargoes, buffaloes, yet 
the following words add onlys: Grotto, 
junto, canto, cento, quarto, portico, 
octavo, duodecimo, tyro, solo (all, by 
the bye, foreign words), and also all 
uouua ending in io, as folio, folios; or, 
in fact, whenever o is immediately pre- 
ceded by a vowel, as cameo, embryo, 
etc. A notable peculiarity is to be ob- 
served with regard to nouns substantive 
ending with the sound of o. If they lie 
words of more than one syllable, they 
for the most part end simply in o, but 
if only of one syllable, they take an e 
after the o, thus, canto, potato, quarto, 
hero, but doe, foe, roe, sloe, toe, woe, 
etc. Yet other monosyllables, not nouns 
substantive, have no final, e, as so, lo, 
no,—Literature of Typography.

A great Greek warrior made this ap 


peal: "Deliver me, O ye .gods of Hellas, 
in this mighty conflict, from these who 
will sow dissensions in our ranks to lead 
us to cross purposes with one another.
